The meeting opened at 8.15 p.m., 
with President Affleck iu tho chair. 
After the niluutes of tho lost meeting 
wore read, two amendments to the 
constitution were proposed and adopt- 
ed. The first, made by Mr. Wolff, '17, 
second by E. Lunny, '17, was to the 
effect that the committee of the medi- 
cal dinner be composed of fewer men. 
In the discussion that followed, W. H. 
Miller, '16, drew attention to tho fact 
that the most of the work was done by 
a few, so why have several? The sec- 
ond, moved by Mr. McKcown, '10, sec- 
onded by J. MaeDonald, '17, bad refer- 
ence to final elections of year. 

A report was made by Mr. Couture, 
'16, of the Laval dance at the Ritz- 
Carlton recently, at which he was the 
McGiU representative. He expressed 
his pleasure at being there and re- 
ported a thoroughly good time. 

T. M. Richardson, '17, was declared 
elected by acclamation as representa- 
tive of Medicine to Uie Students' Coun- 
cil. 

A sclcctiou by the Mandolin Club 
followed. It was excellently rendered 
and was much appreciated. 

J. E. Affleck stated that Mr. Joan 
Reid had been sent as the represen- 
tative to the Queen's ball. 

In view of tho fact that the Dental 
students were becoming more numer- 
ous than formerly, they had decided 
to form a society of their own. 
1 N. K. trails, '17, moved, seconded 
by Mr. Laing, '17, that they remain 
members of the Medical Society, and 
that there be voted one dollar per 
member of the society to a fund with 
which to make gifts to the boys at tne 
front. Carried. 

President Affleck reported favor- 
ably on Medicine 'l'J banquet. He 
then introduced tho speaker of the 
evening, Dr. Perrlgard, who, ho said, 
was a McGill graduate, had taken a 
post-graduate course in the Metropoli- 
tan Hospital, New York, and is now tit 
the Homeopathic Hospital here. 

Dr. Perrlgard said. In part : Tho 
history of homeopathy began with 
Samuel Hahnemann. He graduated 
from the University of Eslargcn at 
the age of 24. Ho was a student ol 
exceptional ability and attained wide 
fame as an original investigator in 
tho chemical world. For example, he 
originated the "wine test" to discover 
lead adulterations. In 1796 he mi- 
nounced his new medical doctrine. 
This was done only after exhaustive 
experiments upon healthy human be- 
ings. His idea was that drugs were 
being given too freely. 

On account of the severe medical 
and civil persecution, ho left Germany 
and went to Prance, where he contin- 
ued his investigations. Ho theories 
found favor In many lands, and In the 
United States especially. 

Homeopathy is a therapeutic law, 
cure through similarity, applicable to 
medically curable constitutional dis- 
eases, with or without secondary 
lesions, and formulated similla slmill- 
bus curentur— let likes be treated by 
likes, upon the understanding that the 
similarity here meant a symptom sim- 
ilarity. 

A homeopathic physician Is one who 
adds to his knowledge of medicine a 
special knowledge of homeopathic 
therapeutics, and observes the law of 
similis. All that pertains to the great 
field of 7iiedlcal learning is his by tra- 
dition, by inheritance and by right. 

The speaker then went on to de- 
scribe homeopathic methods of treat- 
ing disease, showing how tho drug 
was chosen which, when given in suf- 
ficient quantity, would produce the 
symptoms of that disease. 

In closing, Dr. Perrigard recom- 
mended that all medical men have a 
working knowledge of homeopathy. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Perrigard 
was moved by B. A. Klnuy, '16, sec- 
onded by H. B. Church, '17, and car- 
ried unanimously, and the prolonged 
applauso which followed showed how 
keenly the paper was appreciated - . 

A. Goldbloom, '16, then read a paper 
which he had written in the competi- 
tion for the Medical Society prize. It 
was favorably received. Following 
this, another selection was given by 
the Mandolin Club, which was encored 
several limes. 

Mr. Afrieck then thanked the clue 
for the splendid entertainment they 
bad provided. 

Dr. Morgan, tho chief surgeon at the 
Homeopathic Hospital, was called 
upon. He was brief, but well re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Riley, the now loctirrcr In 
physics, was also called upon for a 
few remarks, and spoke briefly. He 
called attention to the importance of 
an elementary knowledge of general 
physical laws. He said It was only an 
acc dent that he did not follow medi- 
cine. 

Announcement was made that Dr. 
II! Orrlcl would read a paper on "Tne 
Relut ion of Science to .Medicine" at 
tho next meeting. Then followed re- 
freshments and the discussion of a 
case report. • ,

FIFTY-TON MACHINE 
FOR TESTING BEAMS 



Student of University of Cin- 
cinnati Makes Portable 
Tester For Concrete. 



A portable testing machine for test- 
ing concrete T-beams was recently 
built in tho repair shops of tho Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati by one of tho 
students. It was designed for a safe 
load of fifty tons, but was used up to 
a total load of 150,000 pounds, without 
showing any signs of failure.

It was construct- 
ed nt a total cost of Î2-15, Including 
$125 for labor.

DESCRIBED 



Rev. J. S. Woodsworth Gives His- 
torical Sketch 



READS OFFICIAL REPORTS 



In Hands of Police When Thev 
Visited Fort William on 
Pilgrimage. 



Last night the Rev. J. S. Woods- 
worth commenced his new scries of 
lectures in connection with Canadian 
immigration problems, of "Groups of 
Immigrants With Which I Am Ac- 
quainted," by giving a description of 
tho Doukhobors. 

The Doukhobors became known to 
us through the newspapers during the 
time of their pilgrimages. As wo will 
remember, some of these Doukhobors 
started to leave the west and march 
eastward until they were rounded up 
by tho police. 

In 1907 there was a second pilgrim- 
age, which he himself witnessed, and 
In which he became Involved. Evi- 
dently the people wished for a warm- 
er country, so ihey again set out on a 
pilgrimage. This tl.tne they expect- 
ed lhat when they got lo the Atlautic 
they could make a pasnage of It in a 
somewhat .similar wus as the Children 
of Israel crossed the Red Sea. How- 
ever they only got ns far as Fort Wil- 
liam, where the police wero forced to 
take core of them owing to their de- 
sire to get back to the Adam and Eve 
state of civilization on tho spot. We 
must make allowances for these fan- 
atical outbreaks. In tho first place, 
wo ought to consider that our fore- 
fathers held somowhat similar views 
on religion. Hence the crusades. In 
the second place, neither of these pil- 
grimages wero undertaken by tho 
sect as a whole; in fact, it did not 
even approve of it. 

.Mr, Woodsworth now read the re- 
port of the Royal Commission on the 
Doukhobors. They wero found to be 
the essence of kindliness and hospi- 
tality. They did not once hear an 
angry word, or any sign of friction 
between thorn. Their homo life was 
delightful. Their .houses were plain 
and contained no furniture, and, above 
all, were spotlessly clean. The only 
thing ever criticized in their hygienic 
conveniences was that some houses 
were poorly ventilated. Their habits 
wore good. They were vegetarians, 
and as a rule abstained from intoxi- 
cants. They were entirely free from 
crime and industrious. The most im- 
portant thing about them, from the 
point of view of being desirable, im- 
migrants, was that, they were purely 
an agricultural people. Their morals 
were good, and as a rulo they kept 
their marriage laws. However, they 
were unwilling to educate their chil- 
dren, as they believed that It would 
Induce them to leave the land. 

Tho commission paid a visit to one 
of their communities In British Col- 
umbia. Hero they found a well-organ- 
ized, village, with a post office, a hos- 
pital, which was seldom filled, and a 
public bath. The dwellings were tidy 
and their streets clean. In the storo 
the goods were distributed without 
payment of any description. 

In tho country there were valuable 
horses. Their land was In good con- 
dition. There wero three saw mills. 
Besides an extensive irrigation sys- 
tem, an electric plant and a grist mill, 
an elevator was being installed. 

Tho lecturer now commenced a 
short historical sketch of this sect, 
which originally came from Russia. 
Their origin was shrouded, as Uicy 
did not keep written records. It was 
evident that they were a sect of dis- 
senters in tho Greek Orthodox Churcn. 
About a hundred years ago they were 
first noticed when the High Primal 
Court sent some of them to Siberia in 
irons for heresy. Tolstoi gives literary 
expression to the religion he found 
among these people. It Is Interesting 
to note that "Doukhobor" means spirit 
WTCstlor. 

After this they were exiled to a dis- 
trict near the Crimea. Here they 
established a fairly strong power. 
Farming was not their only business 
at this time, for they were also en- 
gaged In making sashes and woollen 
hats. The governor of the district de- 
scribed them as sober and industrious. 
They considered themselves Chris- 
tians, and Intcrproted Christ's teach- 
ings literally. The Scriptures were 
passed down by word of mouth, and 
they discouraged any form of read- 
ing. 

The Russian Government evidently 
considered that their customs were 
incompatible with thoso of the other 
inhabitants, and now expelled Uicmto 
the country across the Caucasus 
among the fierce Tartar tribes. 

In spite of the roughness of tho 
country and fierce invasions from tho 
tribes before-mentioned, they succeed- 
ed In adapting themselves to their new 
circumstances and again became pros- 
perous. When tho Russian Govern- 
ment realized this, they began to re- 
gret their absence. 

Still they wero not to be left in 
peace. They were again persecuted. 
The Russian Government was adopt- 
ing conscription, and wished to make 
soldiers of thorn. As it was strictly 
against their religious beliefs to fight, 
thoy wero unwilling. Their leader, 
Peter Voreyin, was exiled to Siberia. 
Their villages were overrun with sol- 
diers, and they were expelled and de- 
prived of nil their belongings. Al this 
time the English began to be intcrest-

others pick theirs too certainly. The man who picks none at all, 
needs little advice; merely "pick one." But the man who has pick- 
ed one too surely, needs to be reminded that about four-fifths of 
the.people of this world "miss their calling." They do so because 
they pick a vocation too early in life ; and they miss their life's op- 
portunity because they hang on so determinedly to thein. pro- 
fession. 

v "A rolling stone gathers no moss." So says a time honored 
maxim. What it means is this : "Get out and stir about, else you 
Hvill be a 'mossback.' " This maxim was first uttered by a great 
philosopher; and it contained a great lesson; but the people were 
so taken up with dogma about one "persevering young man, who 
has grit and determination and stays with his Job," that they mis- 
interpreted it altogether, and read into it a lesson meaning "the 
man who stayed at home made the money." Most absurd ! Money 
has nothing in common with moss; indeed; it is generally con- 
ceded to be more like that substance known as "dough." Now, if 
a stone is rolled in dough under the proper conditions, it will in- 
crease in size like a snowball. 

We will agree with the upholders of the popular conception 
of the above motto, that the most worthless, moneyless people 
in the world are those that continually shift from one vocation to 
another. But certainly, much harm is done by our loo common 
practice of going to the other extreme of the doctrine. The Ro- 
mans believed that every man had a talent for one thing, and his 
success depended upon his finding it. There must be a good deal 
of lr.utl; in this, hence, a man certainly should "roll" until he has 
found the vocation for which he is best fitted by nature. Unless 
he does, he may spend a life of labor and disappointment, the 
failure of which has been doomed from the start. 



Many did not know that he had Ger- 
man blood in him. 

This, concerning Mr. Wolff, Is the 
opinion of those who know hlru best, 
who work with him daily. Is it not 
sufficient to clear him in tho mind of 
the Student Body— it there he has 
over boon under suspicion. And If 
such a concensus of opinion be suf- 
ficient to such nn end, may we not. 
in all due Juslico expect a withdrawal 
of the statement. 

Trusting that the matter will not 
bo carried to a more serious stage 
without grove deliberation and full 
justification,

Miss Eleanor M. Albridge, a student at the St. Lawrence Uni- 
versity, at Canton, N.Y., gives a woman's opinion regarding co- 
education, gained from her experience at the above institution, 
where the idea of co-ordinate work has been discarded and men and 
women students are treated alike, no discrimination being made in 
the matter of education. She says : 

First, then, co-education teaches girls not to flirt. When a 
girl attends classes with a young man, when she works with him 
and plays with him, she learns to see him as he really is, and laughs 
at the idea of "superior man," who was created for woman to at- 
tract and hold. No, I am not a suffragist, but I do think a co-educa- 
tional college is an excellent place for a sentimental high school 
girl to go to recover her saner feelings; neither am I a prude, I 
hope, but "a man's a man for a' that." I think that at a co-educa- 
tional college a girl learns to appreciate the right side of a man, 
the serious side with the gay.

Intercollegiate debating is growing steadily in the colleges of 
the United States, there being but one college of prominence in 
the country that does not cany on some form of forensic contest. 
There arc 500 institutions of college rank having from .one to four 
debates each year, and this means approximately 1,000 debating 
teams of three men each. Not fewer than 25,000 college students 
represent their colleges every year in debate. 

One in 1,000 of those debaters is a young woman. The uni- 
versities of Oregon and Washington hold an annual debate in which 
only women take part. At the University of Michigan morn than 
fiO men enter every competition, and in a year not lung ago the 
aspirants for debating honors reached 153.

ed in their case. They now migrated 
to Canada (1S98) under the following 
conditions: 1. They would be allowed 
to settle in communities. 2. They 
would not have to bear arms. 

Mr. Woodsworth made tho startling 
statement that the Doukhobors had 
been almost as badly treated in Can- 
ada as In Russia. After they had 
worked hard for eight years in Sas- 
katchetwan undergoing all. the hard- 
ships of pioneer life, they wero asked 
to register individually, as tho other 
Immigrants were required to do. 
This, It must bp. noticed, was a broach 
of faith by the Government, whlcb baa 
promised thém that they would be al- 
lowed to settle one largo aecUon of 
land as a community. Upon refusing 
to do this, their lands were confiscat- 
ed, and they were made to scttlo ou 
fresh lands, fifteen acres to a man. 

Not trusting the Government, some 
proceeded lo buy land from the Hud- 
son Bay Company. Others, hearing 
reports that thero was a warmer cli- 
mate and fruit, which appealed to 
vegetarians, in British Columbia, mi- 
grated there. Those that abandoned 
their land received no compensation. 

Of those that did not go to British 
Columbia, some were Non-Community 
Doukhobors, who bad separated them- 
selves from their seel. The olhers 
lived in a community, and it was in- 
teresting to nolo that they kept In con- 
tact wjUl their brethren In Ilrltish Col- 
umhla bv trading with them.

SOME SECRETS OF THE 

BRITISH WAR OFFICE 



{Uy A. S. N.) 
The other day n most curious oc* 
eurrence befell me. Walking on the 
shores—that is to say, on a shore of 
Lako St. Louis— I discerned floating 
in the water something that strongly 
resembled a bottle. Amazed at such 
a remarkable sight, I instantly threw 
Oft my clothes— not omitting my boots 
and glasses— and plunged in to res- 
cue it. When I had brought It to 
land, I discovered that tho mouth was 
closed, apparently with a cork— or, 
rather, to bo more exact, a stopper, as 
I am given to understand that dealers 
are now in the habit of substituting 
various inferior substances for the 
true Spanish cork. Much interesting 
discussion might arise It this matter 
were brought before the proper auth- 
orities: However, to resume. As I 
did not happen to have a corkscrew 
with me at the moment, I was unable 
to open tho bottle, but on taking it 
homo with me, I discovered within a 
document. This missive, remarkable 
as it may seem, was written in Qer 
man by one of tho many spies who in- 
fest tho shores of England. To*. 
England, my friends. I am firmly 
convinced that this bottle travelled 
by somo mysterious sub-current 
across the Atlantic, up the Gulf and 
so into Lake St. Louis. A young ac- 
quaintance of mine has attempted to 
ridicule my explanation, mentioning 
the fact that the bottle must have as- 
cended the river against the current 
and passed the Lachlne Haplds. This 
is easily explained by my theory of 
an undertow, while the bottle prob- 
ably passed through the canal, thus 
avoiding the rapids. 

At any rate, the document came 
from the hands of a spy, who had 
thrown it into the sea in the hope 
that it would reach the shores of Ger 
many, or that a "U-boat" would pick 
it up. Tho Information contained in 
it Is, to say the least, astounding. It 
shows an intimate knowledge of the 
methods and secrets of the British 
War Office, and particularly the 
measures taken against the submar 
ine and Zeppelin menaces. A copy of 
the letter follows: 

Somewhere in October, 1915. 
To William Hohenzollern, Esq., 
Potsdam. 

Dear William,— 

(You observe that the spy must 
have been one in high authority from 
the unconventionality of the greeting) 
I have Just overheard a conversation 
between Lord Kitchener and Mrs. 
Emmellne Pankhurst, in which the 
former let slip much valuable Inform- 
ation, which I hereby remit. First, 
then, let nrc give an explanation of tho 
remarkable immunity of British 
transports during the war. It ap- 
pears that the transports travel only 
at night. In front of each ship Is a 
huge Iron rod, at the end of which is 
a largo floating platform. Upon this 
is erected an immense screen, similar 
to that used In moving picture tho 
atres. Upon the transport Is an in- 
credibly strong limelight, by means 
o( which a photographic reproduction 
of the transport Is thrown upon the 
screen. Now, when our gallant sail- 
ors observe this some flight they na- 
turally are deceived. Picture to your- 
self the eager delight with which they 
aim and launch a torpedo— but what 
happens? Nothing— at least nothing 
evident, but in reality much. What 
occurs Is this: Beneath the platform 
is a vast number of tightly-strung- 
vertical wires, some one and a half 
feet apart. The torpedo, plunging 
forward, is caught and held between 
these, the shock not being sufficient 
to explode it. Another Is fired. The 



same result follows: Another and 
another, until tho ammunition 1b ex- 
hausted. Then the day dawns. Im- 
agine, if you can. the wrath and chag- 
rin of our gallant men to see, trans- 
fixed, like herrings ou toasting fork, 
theii' entire stock of missiles at 14,000 
per. My heart bleeds for my country. 

But this is as nothing when com- 
pared with the ev«n more infamous 
trickery played upon our unsuspect- 
ing heroes at other times. The per- 
fidious English now paint upon their 
floating minée thé worlds, "Petrol for 
Submarines" in Gorman. Our poor 
lads, wearied after a Ion* voyage, aee 
oné of these with expectant delight. 
With what cheerful shouts they board 
it. We can picture them clusters 
about It with shining, open faces. 
Then the captain strikes off the top. 
Crash! and in a moment all are no 
more! Yet these English venture to 
call us Inhuman! 

But the oulmlnatlng point ot these 
disclosure*, my dear William. Is a 
révélation of the manner in which we 
have lost a number of our nêweai 
Zeppelins while they were engaged in 
destroying fortified camps In the Eng- 
lish Channel and the Irish Sea. This 
secret I have discovered only after In- 
finite care and labor. Yesterday, dis 
gulsed as a beggar, I saw Lord Kit 
chener descend the steps of the War 
Office, thruetlng into his trouaers 
pocket a paper which he had Just re- 
ceived from Mr. Ascjulth, who aecom 
panled him. I instantly stepped for 
ward and asked for charity. As I had 
anticipated, Kitchener took out thé 
despatch and held It in hie left band, 
while searching his pockets with his 
right. I snatched it from him and 
sprang down a nearby eewer. My pur- 
suers followed. On the top rung ot 
the ladder, however. Lord Kitchener 
slipped, preolpttatlng Mr. Asqultn to 
the foot and putting an end to opera- 
tions. I emerged at London Bridge by 
swimming, and mingled with the 
crowd there, thus escaping notice 
This, of course, Is the explanation of 
Mr. Asqulth's so-called "Illness," 
which compelled his absence from 
Parliament. 

I extracted the following informa 
tion from the despatch. It seems that 
the English villains have perfected a 
very small and swift type of aero 
plane, fitted with an absolutely silent 
electric engine. When, on a fogg» 
night, one of our airships is soaring 
serenely above the clouda, a number of 
these deadly craft rise from the 
ground, each having beneath it a heavy 
weight on a long wire cord, with a 
trigger attachment which permit* of 
the weight being released at will. The 
aeroplane flies over the Zeppelin, and 
the weight, which is fitted with a large 
hook, is attached to the envelope. You 
sec, do you not, the brutal simplicity 
of the design. When the operation is 
repeated several times, the Zeppelin 
becomes top-heavy at the attacked ond 
and begins to sink. Ballast is thrown 
out and the speed increased. But only 
the light end rises, the heavier one 
sinking even deeper. The crew and 
armament, of course, fall toward that 
end, and the craft sinks rapidly.

In a letter received at the Universi- 
ty yesterday, Flight Sub-Lleutcnant 
Frank McGlll. Comm. '14. (nils the 
story or how his arm was broken in a 
rail which he had from his machine 
while flying In England. Sub-Lieu- 
tenant McGill is now at the Royal 
Naval Hospital at Chatham. 
He writes: 

"I got mine nt last. This time it 
wasn't my fault. Yesterday it was a 
good flying day, so the First Lieuten- 
ant took me up in a new machine. We 
were up about 4,000 feet and every- 
thing was going fine. He shut off his 
engine and came down to about 1,000 
feet, then put it on again and started 
making another circle. I think we 
must have come down a few hundred 
feet, but at any rate when at a con- 
siderable height one wing dropped and 
the machine started a nose spin which 
developed into a vertical dive. At first 
I thought he was stunting, but sud 
denly realized he had lost control. Of 
course, I was helpless, being In the ob 
server's seat and just braced myself 
and waited for the crash. It was somo 
crash, too. We landed In the water and 
fell in near the shore and wrecked tho 
machine completely, a beautiful big 
bust, too. The First Lieutenant got 
badly cut up and a sprained ankle, 
but seemed all right. When I first 
saw him he was lying' half In the water 
and half on the lower plane with 
blood all over his face. I was sure ho 
was dead. I tried to get to him, but 
found my right arm was broken, so it 
was all I Could do to pull myself out 
of the water and get on the fusilage. 
He moved very soon and I asked him 
if he was all right to which he an- 
swered 'Yes.' They brought us back 
to the Vlndex in a motor boat and 
there they put my arm in temporary 
splints and took off my wet clothes 
and sent me here. This Is a beautiful 
place and they arc treating me well. I 
am feeling fine outside of tho bad 
pains I get from the arm.
